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Whipping u Convict to Death-- 
urenriiui Bi uiality sfat'oss- 
vict Farm Contractor. 

A Pine Bluff, Ark., dispatch to the 
St. Louis Globe- Democrat of tb a 21st 
of December notes the trial of Alfred 
'Werner on the charge of murdering a 
convict on the stuto convict farm of 
which he was at the time contractor. 
The story of tho crime is thus narrated; 

On the 12th of July last William 
Sharpe was arrested by George LTundly, 
constable of Red Fork township, in 
Desha county, on a protendoJ charge of 
obtaining board under false pretenses. 
The lady to whom the board was due 
preferred no charges, and protested a- 
gainst Hundly's arresting him. After 
Hundly had arrested him, without war- 
rant, he carried him before J. H. Jones, 
J. P., made the affidavit, upon which 
the prisoner pleaded guilty to owing 
the debt. The J. P. convicted him, 
tined him §10 — fine, costs, etc., amount- 
ing to $2 1.50. The prisoner Sharpe was 
a machinist from Illinois. The day of 
his conviction he was carried to the 
convict farm, then worked by Alfred 
Werner. This was on Wednesday eve- 
ning. Thursday morning he was put to 
plowing with a wild mule. About 10 
o'clock he gave down — being a very 
hot day. Ho was ordered to plow on or 
he would be whipped. About 10:30 
he gave out entirely, when he was taken 
down by the guards and severely whip- 
ped. 

The method of whipping was by 
stretching the man out in the mid 
die of a cotton row, with a negro to 
hold each foot and hand, his pants 
tied around his ankles, and his shirt 
around his neck. His back was then 
lacerated with a strap mado of an el- 
astic gin band fastened to a wooden 
handle. 

The prisoner Sharpe was whipped 
twico Thursday, once Friday and Sat- 
urday, and four times Monday, the 
16th of July. The last time he was 
whipped, Werner, the contractor of the 
convict farm, rode up to where they 
•were whipping him, when the prisoner 
Sharpe said: "Pray, Mr. Werner have 
pity upon a poor white man," when 
Werner made reply to his guraia: 
"D- him, hit him one hundred." After 
the guard had given him forty or fifty 
lashes, Werner said: "That will do; 
take him to jail (the prison on the plat- 
form), and take him out and give him 
tifty in the morning." 

The prisoner was carried to the jail — 
as he was unable to walk-and died 
that night. After the man was dead 
Werner sent to fFaUort for the doctor, 
and ut, the same time sent for the nails 
witk which to make the prisoner'^ 
coffin, but on the pretext of other pur- 
poses. On Wednesday morning, Squire 
Watson, justico of the peace, sum- 
moned twelve men as a jury of inquest, 
proceeded to the convict farm -the old 
Col. Maples plantation -exhumed the 
dead body of Sharpe, bad it examined, 
summoned witnesses and held an in- 
quest, which lasted three days. The 
jury found Werner and his two negro 
guards Don Fremond and Albert Best 
by name -guilty of murder in the, first 
degree. 

A mittimus was delivered to the 
sheriff of Desha county, authorizing 
him to take them to tho Desha county 
jail. So outrageous was the murder 
thatjthe citizens of lied Fork township 
became exasperated to sue 1 ? an extent 
that an effort was made to kill Werner 
and his negro guards, resulting in tho 
killing of Best and the wounding of 
Werner.

Another Interview with Major 
Rogers of the C. P. EC. 

A St. P»ul Pioneer Press reporter 
has been having another interview with 
Major Rogers, Chief Engineer of the 
Mountain division of the Canadian Pa- 
ci6c, and with the following result: — 
"He says the work of construction on 
the C. P. R. is stopped for the win- 
ter, with the exception of getting out 
ties; and timber for construction next 
spring, and the moving of supplies to 
the front. I havo never had a doubt of 
the absolute feasibilty arid practicability 
of the Kicking Horse rout e. During the 
full an effort was madft to try, again, 
tha route via the How. so pass, hut it 
has proven futile. That route is forty 
miles longer than tho Kicking Horse, 
with a much higher summit, and much 
more heavy grades and curvature. I 
had a survey of part of that route 
made more than two years ago, enough 
to satisfy me that it was in no way the 
equal of tho Kicking Horse route. 
There is, in fact, absolutely nothing 
which ought to cause any hesitation in 
the adoption of the Kicking Horse pass, 
Besides the saving of forty miles dis 
tance, the cost of construction will be, , 
on tho average, very light for moun- 
tain work. Two- thirds of the distance j 
is in earth work. All the hard work is 
confined within less than ton miles. 
Very little hard work is anticipated in 
crossing the Selkirk range. Our sur- 
veys havo been made across tho en- 
tire range, and they show much easier 
work than I had dared hope. I know 
much has been said of the practicability 
of a route there, but statPinents of this 
character were made by men not one 
of whom had even been across them, i 
In fact no man ever crossed that rango 1 
anywhere near our route, until it was 
crossed by myself. You may have notic- | 
ed a report in the papers of the west- 1 
ern coast made by Mr. Fleming, said to 
be connected with the company. He was 1 
some years ago the chief engineer of 
the Canadian Pacific. He crossed the' 
ontire range during the pist summer on 
tho line of our route, and expresses an i 
unqualified approval of it. The dis- ' 
tanco across tho continent by tho 
Canadian Pacific, by tho routes selected, | 
is much shorter than any other yet 
found." 

DISTANCES SAVED. 

"Between Winnipeg and Port Moody, 
the western terminus, is a saving of 
350 miles over the route from Omaha 
to San Francisco. From Port Moody 
to St. Paul, via Winnipeg, wo have 
1,928 miles. From Portland, Oreg. , to 
St. Paul, via the Northern Pacific, is 
1,911 miles, and Portland ia nearly 
100 mils east of the coast. The ele- 
vations on the route are lower than any 
yet secured, the highest being 5,300, or 
to bo more exact, 5,29715 feet. That 
is at the summit of the Rockies. The 
Northern Pacific is but little higher. 
Their highest altituoe is 5.565 feet. 
On the Union Pucilie the elevation at 
Sherman is over 8,200 feet, and the 
pass over the Sierra Madras is over 
7,000 above the sea. The same grades 
and curvatures are met on all the Pa- 
cific roadn, and also on the Oregon and 
California railroads. You may know 
that when tho Union and Centrul Pa- 
cific charter was granted it was stip- 
ulated that tho grades and curvatures 
should not exceed those on the Balti- 
more dr Ohio, which are a gradient of 
one hundred and sixteen and a curva- 
ture of 10 degrees. It has since become 
tho standard for all roads, and although 
exceeded on the narrow gauge line is 
common to the standard gauge roads. 
I have assured the company that tho 
cost (of the mountain road will not 
exceed §50,000 per mile, and I am 
confident that it will go below that" 
SCENERY along the route. 

"Major Rogers pulled from his 
pocket a map and continued : You see 
our mountain road is an exceedingly 
short space. It is more compact than 
on any road, and the scenery is magni- 
ficent. There is nothing equal to it on 
the continent. I found but a single 
distinct volcano, but tho whole country 
is a series of canyons — great cracks — 
as it were, in a large mountain— nearly 
all running, as the streams show, 
parallel with each other. The tnoun- [ 
tains are not gently sloping, but pre- 
cipitate with jagged cliffs, turrets and 
abrupt turns in tho great walled can- 
yons. As the road enters tho moun- 
tains it makes directly for apparently a 
solid wall, and the curve is such that 
it will bo difficult for the passengers to 
determine which side of the mountains 
the train is to take. Ono of the most 
striking efforts will be found at Rogers 
pass, whore the line runs through a 
tunnel, emerges, and crosses a short 
bridge and enters another tunnel, the 
rocks towering far above on either aide, 
aSording jiiKt a glimpse of the sky 
though the smallest crevice. The route 
is Hure to afford special attractions to 
the lover of scenery. The Major says 
he will leave for the western coast 
about the middle of February, and 
states as tho route across the Rockies 
and Selkirk is fully determined upon, 
the work during the summer will be 
to locate across the next or Gold 
range."

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The principle of tho bill to amend the 
Public Schoola Act, 1879, will be found 
fully outlined 111 the speech id" the pro- 
vincial secretary when moving the second 
reading yesterday. The increaso in tho 
number of trustees from six to three will 
bo welcomed by all who have witnessed 
tho unsatisfactory working of tho trio ar- 
rangement. Tho world moves; and the 
bill now under consideration keeps pace 
with tho universe. Women will lie allowed 
to vote; and, not only to vote. The 
house willed yesterday that they shall bo 
eligiblo to the office of trustee. Speed 
the day wlien they shall bo eligible to tho 
highest offico within the gift of the peo- 
ple! Any householder or freeholder resi- 
dent in any school district for a period of 
six months previous to the olectionand the 
wife ut tiny such freeholder or householder 
may voto or hold office under the act. 
We would here suggest an amendment in 

Eermit the husband of any f reeholder or 
ousehcidor to vote. There is no 
obstacle to a woman becoming superin- 
tendent of education. The clause which 
gives a dismissed teacher an appeal to the 
superintendent of education will bo a 
wholesomo check on local prejudice and 
Dersonal spite, and a shield of protection 
to teachers who may be in all respects 
worthy, but who may have incurred the 
ill will of the majority of a trustee board 
and been "fired out.'' The fee system, as 
applied to the high school, will jar on tho 
feelings of uonie, but when it is remem- 
bered that unless some such means are 
adopted tho province, as an act of com- 
mon justice, will bo compelled immedi- 
ately to provide a separUe hi^h school 
establishment for New Westminster and 
support it from the general revenue, it 
would seem that the arrangement is 
scarcely avoidable. Tho fee in any case 
will not boar heavily 011 those who may 
avail themselves of high school advan- 
tages and will be a very desirable relief to 
the overburdened exchequer. The bill 
passed a second reading and went to com- 
mittee, only four members voting in the 
negative. 

A MOODY SUBJECT. 

Yesterday's Columbian makes a savage 
attack on the government for having can- 
celed the appointment of Mr. McGilli- 
vray, late stipendiary magistrate at Port 
Moody. It appears that the appointment 
was made under a misapprehension of 
facts, and that the instant the govern- 
ment were made aware of the circum- 
stances the appointment was revoked. 
Was there anything discreditable in that? 
Is it disgraceful fur a man when he rinds 
a "false step" has been taken to retrace 
it? Does it degrade him to apologize for 
an error or rectify a miatrke / Has out 
Westminster contemporary never correct- 
ed an error or made tho ameiule ' The 
appointment of Mr. McOillivray, an en- 
tire stranger, was a mild blunder 
made, as wo have said, under a 
misapprehension. If any wrong 
was done it was in making the appoint- 
ment; not in revoking it. As stipendiary 
Mr, McGillivray'a had the power of a 
bench of justices; but ns a justice of the 
poace (to which his commission has been 
changed) he must sit with another justice.

The Columbian cannot show that he has, 
and wo can discover no justification for 
the assault of our contemporary on the 
government.

At any rate, the ad- 
vantage of tho presence of H. M. ships at 
Esquimalt is very great to tho trade of 
Victoria, and certainly we ought to bo 
alivo to the importance of providing an 
admiral's hotiso. Between tho city, pro- 
vincial and Dominion authorities the cost 
should be divided, and tho matter should 
not bo allowed to remain longer in abey- 
ance.

The Chinese — How to JLesscu 
the Evil. 

To tor Editor. — Possibly I have not 
been domiciled here long enough to un- 
derstand the full bearing of tho Chinese 
question, but I shall be obliged if through 
the medium of your paper you will allow 
mo to make the following suggestions; 

I quito endorse the opinions of "In- 
quirer" upon tho subject . Should we 
offend against justici (one of the firtit of the 
laws-imposed upon humanity) the recoil 
will bo upon us and upon our children. 
Is it not ever true wisdom fearlessly 
to do tho right and leave tho rest / 

How would it do, besides the other san- 
itary regulations proposed, to require, up- 
on penalty of leaving the country, that 
every Chinaman learn to read English as 
thoroughly as our own you 11 \ people be- 
fore they arc allowed to angagn in thr 
work of life, and to prohibit tho further 
immigration of Chinamen until all in the 
province now shall liave so learned. 

Thoy would thus be made acquainted 
with our habits of thought aud our civili- 
zation. As wo have lands appropriated 
to education I Bhould lay upon the Chi- 
nese tho burden of erecting the buildings 
hecossary and of guaranteeing suitable 
salaries for their teachers. 

There aro any number of pupil teachers 
and educated young persons of both sexes 
in the old country who, I have no doubt, 
would willingly come and undertake tho 
work if sufficient remuneration were hold 
•out to thorn. These schools would afford 
more profitable evening employment to 
tho Chinamon than gambling and smok- 
ing opium, and all who woro unwilling to 
learn, or who were incapable of doing bo, 
jnight be expelled the country.

Scheme by Mr. A. S. Fai'- 
well, c.li. 

The report of Mr. A.S. Farwell, C.E., 
to the the chief commissioner of lands 
and works, dated Dec. 31, 1?83, states 
that he was directed by the commis- 
sioner iu a letter of the 11th July hifci 
to proceed to Kooteuay bottom lands 
lying between the international bound- 
ary and Kootenay lake, and make the 
necessary surveys us to the extent and 
character of the valley on each sitl i 
the river, approximate area subject to 
overflow, average depth of Hood water 
and the operations necessary to reclaim 
the lands, with other information. 
Mr. Farwell, in company with Mr. G.

The altitude of Sand Point 
abovo the sea is 2050 ft and the rise 
thence to Pack river Pass is 140 ft. 
Railway is easy of construction thiough 
this puss as the only difficulties are 
clearing timber. Mr. Farwell passed 
down the Kootenay river to the lake, 
thence t.o the outlet and down the out- 
let to the first rapids. 

KOOTIJNAY RIVER. 

The Kootenay river between Bon 
ner's Ferry and Kootenay lake is a 
line stretch of navigable water; but ten 
miles from the ferry it is somewhat 
shallow. From the boundary line to 
the lake, with the exception of the bar 
at the mouth of the river, the main 
channel averaged over GO feet in depth, 
while on the bar it shoaled to 3 
fathoms. This was on the 25th July, 
but the water would probably fall four 
feet more ere low water was reached. 
The current in July was only one mile 
an hour. The fall between Bonner's 
Ferry and the lake is very slight; prob- 
ably a fall of eight feet from the ferry 
to the boundary, and four feet thence 
to the mouth of the river. 

Till; BOTTOM LANDS. 

These extend from a short distance 
above Bonner's Ferry on both sides the 
river to Kootenay lake. A reclama- 
tion scheme would benefit the lands 
subject to overflow to the south of the 
boundary line as much as those lying 
north of the line. Tho amount of land 
subject to overflow between the line 
and Kootenay lake he estimates ot, 
■15,000 acres. There is a difference of 
20 miles from tbe boundary to the 
from the boundary to the lake. The 
course of the river is tortuous from 
McLaughlin's to Rocfcy point where 
the river divides. Tliure are four prin 
cipal fhtt8, as follows: — 

"No. 1. On the right bank of Koote- 
nay river, between the boundary and 
Goaf river, 9,000 acres. 

"No. 2. On the right bank of the 
river, between Goat river and the lake, 
15,000 acres. 

'•No. 3. On tho left bank, from the 
boundary northward, six miles, 8,000 
acres. 

"No. 4. From tho last flat to Rocky 
point, 8,000 acres. 

Tho large island at the river mouth 
contains 5,000 acres. 

In the middle of July these flats, 
with the exception of No. .3, are nearly 
covered with water and at tho end of 
October much of these lands were 
under water though the river had fallen 
eight feet. The flooding of these bot- 
tom lands is caused by the water accu- 
mu'ating in Kootenay lake faster than 
tho river can discharge it. The first 
rise is caused by the snow water, which 
is followed by tho summer freshets. 
The land near the lake is first sub- 
merged, and as the lake fills, the water 
approaches the boundary. The rise of 
tho water was judged sufficient to con- 
vert all the bottom land into a vast 
lake. 

THE SOIL. 

The soil is a, good rich, loara impreg- 
nated with lime. Some self sown club

KOOTENAY LAKE. 
This lake is 05 miles long and from two 
to five miles wide. The different sections 
are described at length.

These 
springs are very warm and contain a do- 
posit of pure lime. 

THE OUTLET. 

The report next, gives tho various pecu- 
liarities ot tho outlet of the lake. Tho 
width near the lake in July was 
1222 feet; tho channel varies from eight 
to uleven and ft half fathoms in depth. At 
tho narrows in October the width was 
:t41 feet. From tho narrows to tho first 
rapids 17i miles, the course is crooked 
and the width Vanes from one to ono and 
a half miles. The hills on both sides of 
the outlet aro stoop and ruggod. The 
timber has been nearly burnt off. From 
the lake to the rapids there is no agricul- 
tural land. . This piece of water can be 
used by steamboats of any size; the cur- 
rent is slight except within a short dis- 
tance of t h j mrrows, whore Aug. 1st itjwas 
running 'J\ miles an hour. Walter Mob- 
erly Esq., C. E., who explored this por- 
tion in I8li5, also states that it was nav- 
igable 011 his map of Columbia river.

To reclaim the bottom lands Mr. Far- 
well thinks it would be necessary to di- 
vert the upper Kootenay into tho upper 
Columbia lake. Tbe upper Kootenay drains 
a large area. Mr. Farwell says:' 

The valley is about one milo and a 
quarter wide, its length from the river to 
the Upper Columbia Lake is nearly two 
miles. The ground is flat and thinly 
studded with yellow pine tree.? from one 
to two feet in diamoter. Tho soil is sandy, 
with gravel a short distance from tho sur- 
face. 

There is a fall of over twenty feot from 
the river to tho lake, that is from the east 
side where the river first enters it. The 
river itself has considerable fall in its 
course across the valley. There is a pop- 
ular idea in Kootenay that the work of 
turning tins river can be accomplished 
for the sum of 10,000. 

With this opinion I respectfully beg to 
differ. To estimate the cost of this work 
with any degree of accuracy, it would bu 
necessary to make correct plans and pro- 
files of the ground, also to sink trial pits 
on the line of the proposed canal. At any 
rate a channel would have to be excavat- 
ed two miles long, 90 feet wide, to an 
average depth of 10 feet, at leas*., which 
would give 310,800 yards cf material to 
bo removed. In addition to this, a sub- 
stantial dam would be required, about 
350 feet long and from G to '20 feet high. 

The etloct of turning this quantity of 
water into the Columbia lakes may have 
on the low lands of the Upper Columbia 
is| difficult to estimate. Major,, Rogers, 
of the Pacific division of tho C. P. 11., 
stated lie saw no objections in regard to | 
tho railivay bridges on the Columbia, as! 
they were so high that a little more or 
leis water was of no consequence. 

Turning this river would greatly im- 
prove the bottom lands between tho 
crossing and the boundary, and increaso 
the quantity of meadow hind between 
these ur.ints. 

In tho event of these works being car-

THE KOOTENAY MINES. 

The 'mine,' or tho ledge, as it is gener- 
ally called, is situated about ten milos 
north from Capo Horn, and on the west 
sido of Kootenay Lake. This lead has 
boon traced on the surfaco for about a 
milo, on the east sido of a hill. This hill 
juts into the lake, with a low valley run- 
ning to tho oast of*it,from water to water. 
It has the appearance of being uphoaved 
and broken off from tho neighboring 
mountains.

Assembly. 

SECOND SESSION. 

Wednesday, Jan. 1C. 
Mr. Orr moved the first reading of a 
bill to authorize the municipality of New- 
Westminster to sell certain lands. Car- 
ried and referred to private bills commit- 
teo. 

MOTIONS. 

Mr. Orr moved that thia houao re-enact 
the Fraser River Railway Company Act 
and tho Now Westminster Southern Rail- 
way Act, 1883, passed by this houso last 
session and latoly disallowed by tho Do- 
minion Government. Ho did ao for the 
purpose of giving tho house an opportun- 
ity to assort its rights under tho B. N. A. 
Act. The acts had been disallowed at Ot- 
tawa and no reason for the disallow anco 
had been given, except that tho Domin- 
ion had made a bargain with the C. P. R. 
Syndicate which could not possibly affect 
the rights of this province. If this bill 
was ruled out of order he would move for 
a refund of the monies paid out by tho 
promoters of the bills in procuriug their 
passage. 

Mr. Speaker — Tho motion is out of or - 
der. 

Mr. Martin moved that a committoo be 
appointed to enquiro into tho claims of 
James Mcintosh for work done on tho 
bridge across the Thompson rivor at Lyt- 
ton; said committee to consist of Messrs. 
Duck, Wilson, Cows. n, Orr and the mover. 

Mr. Orr suggested that other claims be 
included in tho inquiry and that the name 
of Mr. Pooley bo substituted for that of 
himself (Orr). 

Mr. Speaker decided that additional 
claims could not bo inquired into.

Hon. Mr. Smithe said thero was very 
little correspondence and it could be 
brought down immediately. 

P1UV1LEOE. 

Mr. Dunsmuir complained that the 
:rk wss not being pushed ahead rapid- 
ly. Some motions that had been a long 
timo on the orders should be proceeded 
with whether tho hon. mover liked it or 
not. 

Mr. Wilson said that tho eelect com- 
mittoo, who had one of the bills in hand, 
had sat many hours in preparing it and lie 
did not think the stricturos of the hon. 
gentleman wore deserved. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said Mr. Beaven and 
Mr. Arnutroi:[< had had resolutions on the 
notice-paper for soveral days.

The bill relating to dogs was read a 
third time and passed. 

EETUKN. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe presented a return of 
the contract for the construction of tho 
Eagle Pass wagon road. 

TUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Hon. Mr. Robson moved tho second 
reading of the bill to amend the public 
schools act, 1870. He aaid that section 1 
made a slight alteration in enabling tho 
governor in council to appoint two or 
more examiners. He thought tho house 
would sou the necessity of having mnre 
thaif two examinera. Section 2 provides 
that in Victoria, Westminster and Na- 
naimo there shall be six trustees. 
A general desire had been ex- 
pressed to increase tho number of trustees 
in rural districts ; but ho feared an incruase 
in outlying districts would at present be 
impracticable In the cities, however, it 
was dilfercnt, and it was highly desir- 
able that there should be an increase. I' 
would do away with a centralization of , 
school control and more generally diffuse 
tho intorest felt in education. The mode 
proposed for holding elections would, he 
believed, bo moro desirable than the pre- 
sent mode. -Sec. 10 allowed single wo- 
mon who wero householders or freehold- 
ers to voto, and the wives of householders 
and freeholders will havo a vote. In 
other words, tho mother of children 
would have a right to vote as well as her 
husband ami thus counterbalance the 
votes of electors who had no children. 
This provision, he thought, would rosult 
advantagouusly to tho educational systoin. 
Women generally showed moro intorest 
than men in such matters, and were fully 
competent to judge who would make the 
best members of trustee boards. Sec. 12 
confines the right to act as trustees to 
males of 21 yoars of ane and requiros that 
all taxos ahall be paid before a person 
shall be eligible to be electod. It would 
bo as well to take ono stop at a timo and 
first admit women to voto beforo making 
them eligible as members of the boartlu. 
No dismissal of a teacher Bhould be fina' 
until approved by tho superintendent of 
education. Ho believed that, in a few 
districts tho teachers had been too much 
undor the domination of tho trustees; 
although generally tho teachers had been 
treated fairly. This bill gave a dismissed 
teacher the right of appeal to tho superin- 
tendent of education, who could inquire 
into the matter and if he found he could 
not bi ing about a proper condition of feel- 
ing other arrangements would havo to be 
made. But if tho teacher had not the 
right of appeal ho might bo left un- 
justly uuder the stigma of having boon 
dismissed. The teachers of high Bchools 
will be appointed by the liout. governor 
in council and a tuition foe, to be tixod by 
the trustees and tho superintendent, would 
bo payublo iu respect of scholars. The 
present act had placed but ono high 
Behool within the reach of the poople, and 
that was at Victoria. It might be «aid, 
uxtond tho system; but tho expenditure is 
very largo and large as it in tho govern- 
ment had not yet overtaken the wants of 
the country. Was tho government justi- 
fied in placing the high Bchuol only within 
tho reach of the poople of one municipal- 
ity! The government would scarcely bo 
justified in placing a free high school edu- 
cation within the reaoh of one community 
when it had not bwn able to placi a freo 



common school education within the 
reach of every child. Was it not hard 
that wo should compo! settlers to pay taxes 
towards placing a f roe high school educa- 
tion within the roach of the wealthiest and 
largest community in B. C, while tho 
settlor had not placed within roach of hla 
childred a free school education? Tho 
government sought to do its duty byevery 
section. It might be an injury to many 
to disestablish the high school, and there- 
fore th« government would ask tho houso 
to require high schools to bo one-half sus- 
taining. The tamo rule would bo applied 
to every other community aa to that of 
Victoria. The half-free system would do 
tho high school good. At Nosv West- 
minster whole lee system had been tried 
Tho school there had -47 scholars among 
whom wero some from tho island. In 
adopting a medium course ho thought it 
would be found that tho government had 
struck tho "happy mean." The super- 
intendent of oducttion had recommended 
the establishment of a high school at 
Now Westminster and that could only be 
dono, in justice to the rest of the pro- 
vince, by tho adoption of tho half-free 
system. (Cheers ) 

Mr. Semlin wished to inquire in tho 
case of a teacher being dismissed whether 
tho decision of tho superintendent would 
overthrow that of tho trustees ? 

Hon. Mr. Robson said in tho case of a 
pupil boing dismissed by the trustees tho 
superintendent of edueution would ox- 
amine into the circumstances audcoine to 
a conclusion as lo the dismissal. If he 
found the dismissal rightful ho would 
confirm tho action of tho trustees; if 
wrongful lie would confer with the trus- 
tees on tho advisability of commutation. 
If ho could not in tho latter case obtain a 
reversion of tho dismissal he might exon- 
ato tho teacher but could not revorso the 
ordor of dismissal. 

Mr. Beavon did not approve of the bill 
introduced. The step proposed would do 
moro injury to tho establishment of free 
education than anything that could have 
boon proposed. He held that it- was a 
misnomer to call a hijfh school, an institu- 
tion which was simply a higher form of 
the public schools. Even admitting tho 
saving proposed to be necessary the ex- 
penses would bo only trivially lightened 
in proportion tothedo^reo of the benefit of 
which scholars would bo deprived. Tho 
school was open to children from every 
part of tho province, and not merely for 
the benogt of those of Victoria, though at 
tho same timo tho Victorians paid more 
into tho educational system of the pro- 
vince than they received in roturn. Tho 
whole cost of schools for last y6ar was 
about §11, 000, and the saving made by this 
proposed change would bo impefcoptiblo. 
The same upper form uuder another name 
would havo to exist, for boya and girls 
would have to receive a common school 
education of which this branch ',\as a part, 
for it was the duiy of a government to 
provide every facility for public educa- 
tion in the province (hear, hoar). It was 
proposed that tho superintendent should 
have tho power of overidiug tho docisions 
of tho trustees with reference to the em- 
ployment of teachers. This, ho thought, 
would huve the effect of making persons 
dubious about Accepting the position of 
truiteo. Tho bili would also give voters 
a right to vote in each ward. The pro- 
vincial secretary v is taking a step that 
would have the ellect of closing up the 
free school by intruduciug this bill which 
would encourage the establishment of 
private schuols. Ho hoped the govern- 
ment would withdraw this bill and intro- 
duce one providing for the election of 
trustees and eliminate tho obnoxious pro- 
visions contained in the bill before tho 
house, it ohould be known that people of 
this province generally did not contribute 
tu the support of the high school, which 
was alono supported by tho people of Vic- 
toria, as tiguros could show. He should 
vote against the second reading. 

Mr. Semlin protested against the dim- 
unition of any power held by the trus- 
tees. Ho had never heard of that power 
being exceeded or exerted in an arbitrary 
manner. It waB a rotlecti m upon the peo- 
ple who eloctod trustees to say that the 
latter were not capable of properly exor- 
cising thoir functions. This bill restricted 
tho trustees' power and increased that of 
the superintendent. While teachers knew 
that trustoes had tho power it would have 
a tendency to make them more circum- 
spect iu the discharge of their duties. He 
hoped this defect would bo modified. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe agreed to a groat ex- 
tent with the last speaker that tho pro- 
visions should be modified. It would be 
per f eclly useless that teachers should bo 
thrust back upon a scfioolwhon the trustet s 
objected. It was not intended that the 
trustees' power bhould' bo mitigated, but 
the superintendent uf education should 
certainly be in a position to arbitrate be- 
tween the trustees and any teacher against 
whom charges might have been brought, 
and have the power to prevent any wrong- 
ful dismissal, This authority would con- 
siderably lesson the chances of a teacher 
buing discharged upon grounds that were 
not fully substantiated. The amendments 
proposed could be very well considered in 
committee, For his part he would like to 
see high schools maintained in every part 
of the province, and he was quite satisfied 
that those in country districts had no Buch 
idea that the high school was maintained 
by Victorians alone, and ho had no such 
idea himself. It was the first duty of 
the stato to give tho children of poor peo- 
ple in the province a common school edit 
cation. When this had been dono ho 
would bo glfd, if it was possible, that an 
education of a higher order should bo giv- 
en to all, but he could not see that such 
could bo consistently done at tho present 
timo. During the last session the gov- 
ernment had thought it their duty and 
only fair iu expending tho public revenue 
that each district Bhould receive 
a proportionate sum for tho sup- 
port of the schools Petitions had poured 
in upon the List government from cer- 
tain districts praying for assistance in the 
establishment of schools, which assistance 
had been entirely denied them. This ne- 
glect to provide for necessary education 
had caused a larger outlay by the present 
government to meet the growing wants in 
this direction. He thought it was bettor 
that a fee should bo charged for each 
pupil, in support of the high Behool so 
that Victoria should not be looked upon 
as a favored district. In all other dis- 
tricts when a sufficient numbor of children 
should bo found competent to enter a 
high school, there should ono be estab- 
lished. (Hear, hoar.) It ought to be 
provided that when children come from 
outlying districts to attend the high 
school, the government should not exact 
a fee for such attendance in consideration 
of the extra expense gone to by parents 
serving as an equivalent. It was the wish 
of many inhabit&nta of Victoria that a 
fee should bo charged for their children's 
attendance as it would enable parentB to 
feel moro independent. Many who did 
not send their children now would do so 
under the ciiango proposed, and he thought 
there could be no queition that the bill 
waB a desirable one as it-would be an ad- 
vantage to the school sjatern of the pro- 
vince in every way. 
Bill read a (second timo, only Messrs. 



Beaven, Galbraith, Grant and Helgosen 
opposed, and the houso went into com- 
mittee, Mr. Wilson in the chair. 

There was s. mo discussion on clause 1 
relativo totho requirement that a teacher's 
first ciuss certificate should hold good fur 
ono year only. Hon. Mr. Robson ex- 
plained that the provision was made not 
with the idea of allowing examiners to 
tyrannizo over teachers, should they feel 
so disposed, by increasing the standard of 
examination (bocauso that standard would 
bo regulated by governments but in fair- 
ness to those who might hold certificates 
undor a standard superior to that under 
which others had attained theirs, and 
would prevent the anomaly of teachers 
differently qualified holding a certificate 
of the same class. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe would like to seo the 
bill amended so that teachers who had 
obtained first class certificates would be 
considered sufficiently qualified for lifo. 
Surely a teachor after u year's teaching 
would bo as competent to hold his certifi- 
cate as ho was previously. 

Mr. Galbraith said great expense would 
bo entailed by requiring first class teach- 
ers to be subject to examination every 
year. British Columbia was the only 
country he knew of where a teacher hav- 
ing acquired a first class certificate was 
required to be examined again. It was a 
great injustice where third class received 
as much as first class teachers, as was the 
case iu some instances. 

Hon. Mr. Robson .said that tho matter 
of mileage for teachers was a consider- 
ation that would doubtless be provided 
for, although it had not boon alludod to 
in tho present bill . 

Mr. John moved that the word "ono," 
on line five, bo atruck out, and tho word 
"five" inserted. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said this would bring 
the> matter b:>.ck on the same footing as it 
was beforo. It had been strongly prussed 
upon the executive to make first-class cer- 
tificates last for life, but this was open tu 
tho objection that the standard of exam- 
ination might be increased. Teachers 
might be enabled to hold their certificates 
for ten years, perhaps longer, according 
as tho standard remained. They would 
only havo to write a letter and not neces- 
sarily attend at. Victoria every year with 
regard to renewal of thoir certificates. 
The principle of keeping fiist class cer- 
tificates un an equal basis with the stand- 
ard of examination was a true one, and 
tho amendment proposed, if passed, would 
destroy it. 

Mr. Duck took the view that Mr. John 
did, but thought that the amendment 
should go farther and make first-class 
certificates good for life. 

Mr. Semlin thought third-class certifi- 
cated teachers in remote districts should 
not bo compelled to come to Victoria, as 
a certain number of first-class teachers 
within an ordinary distance would surely 
be qualified to examin such teachers. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the teachers al- 
luded to would have thoir papers sent to 
them. 

Mr. Galbraith thought written exami- 
nations were objectionable. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said it would only bo 
adopted where, as in above instances, it 
was unavoidable. 

Sections 1 to 9 passed. 

Speaking to section 10, Messrs. Duck 
and John took exception to the pro- 
vision that all persons before being entitl- 
ed to voto ahould have naid all taxos due 
by them. The latter said that by an over- 
sight parents might bo debarred from 
voting. 

Mr. Dingwall said the proposal to allow 
women to vote in election of trustoes was 
tho insertion of tho thin edge of tho 
.vodgo of woman's rights. (Laughter.) 
The first thing they kuow women would 
bo voting for parliament, and tho next 
thing they knew thoy would be in the 
house. (Laughter, and he;;r, hear.; 

Mr. Dunsmuir thought nunc tuok moro 
intorest in educatiuii of children than 
their own mothers. He hoped the sub- 
section would stand as it was. (Hoar,) 

Hon. Mr. Smiths approved of the prop 
osilion that taxes be paid, but thought $ 
would be practically a dead letter. It 
would cause great trouble to discriminate 
and enable returning officers to annoy any 
ono with whom they might bo at enmity. 

Mr. Boaven said hero was a peculiar 
state of things, a government measure op- 
posed by tho leader of tho government. 

Hun. Mr. Robson. — It shows what a 
liberul govotnmont it is. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Beaven . — Members would not know 
whom to follow. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he knew many 
instances of the same thing occurring 
during the lato government. Did the 
last speaker suppose that every gov- 
ernment measure would bo pa3sod unani- 
mously, as far as government members 
wero concernod! Certainly nut. He hoped 
every member would vote according to 
his opinions, irrespective of his (Mr. 
Smitho's) personal views. (Hear, .hear.) 

Mr. Raybould suggested that all the 
words after "election" on the first line 
down to "and" in tho third lino bo struck 
out. 

Mr. Dunsmuir would like to hoar Mr. 
Beavon express hi3 views on tho clauso, 
but it seemed that he had only risen to 
complain of thiso of another member. 

Mr. Grant objected to the clause as it 
stood. Tho collection of taxes laid with 
the government . 

Amendment was carried. 

Mr. Dingwall moved that the words 
"and tho wife of any suoh householder or 
freeholder" bo struck out. 

Mr. Grant said a householder or a free- 
holder might be a female. 

Mr. Dingwall — 1 have no objection to 
offer. (Laughter.) 

' Mr. Grant thought that if it was com- 
petent for a.fwmale to vote at municipal 
elections she should certainly have tho 
right to vote on questions affecting tho 
interests of her children. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Helgosen said that without wish- 
ing to speak in a depreciatory manner with 
regard to the ladies, he thought that men 
wore quite competent as yet to conduct 
their own institutions without them. 
(Cries of no, no, and laughter.) 

Mr. Galbraith did not agree with tho 
last speaker. Ho did not believe in the 
doctrine of fore ordination, but if women 
wore ordained at all, it was for tho pur- 
pose of purifying everything with which 
they came in contact, and such effect fol- 
lowed in tho wake of nil they undertook. 
He hoped tho day would coino when ho 
could take his wifo with him to voto at 
gonoral elections. 

Mr. Semlin said if women wero uot cap- 
able of voting intelligently they certainly 
wore not capable of teaching intelligent- 
ly. (Hoar, hear.) Ho thought thoy were 
capable of doiug both, and he did uot ap- 
prove of the amendment. 

The amendment was loat. 

Hun. Mr. Robson moved that tho words 
"Chinese and Indians ahall nut vote" be 
added. 

Clause as amended passed. 
' Speaking to clause 12 Mr. Dunamuir 
moved that tho word "male" in the first 
line be struck out. 

Mr. Dingwall Baid this was another 
move for woman's rights. .(Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Robsuu hoped the word would 
b* allowed to remain. If ladies were 



given too much power all at once they 
might prove troublesome (Loud laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Pooloy was also in favor of the 
word being struck out. 

Mr. T. Davie thought tho change pro- 
posing women to be eligible for the trus- 
teo board was too radical. If they had 
the right, not only to vote at school elec- 
tions but to sit on the trustee board, tho 
next thing thoy would hear would be that 
women would run for the legislature (A 
voice: That's what is wanted) and tho 
fight would bo uot man against man, but 
man against woman. (Laughter.) He cer- 
tainly thought thoy had gone far enough 
for tho present. 

Mr. Beaven agreod with Mr. Dunsmuir'a 
suggestion. 

A vote was taken and tho amendment 
carried. 

Mr. Allon, rising with a look of disgust 
—I'll wish you good night, Mr. Chairman. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Helgosen appealed once moro to 
the good sense of the houso. (Laughter.) 
Ho could not see rights so strsctly the 
prerogatives of men resigned in such a 
wholosale manner to women, whose duties 
are entirely domestic, (Renewed laugh- 
tor.) Ho hoped the latter would not bo 
allowed to voto as proposed, and would 
move that tho committee rise and report, 
asking leave to sit again. 

The House adjourned till 2 p.m. to- 
day .

EUROPE. 
Vienna, Jan. 1C. — The minister of com- 
merce ha3 approved of a scheme for a 
regular monthly line of steamships be- 
tweon Trieste and New York. Stoaraers 
will commence running on the first of 
February. Railway And shipping ratos of 
good from Buda Poath and Vienna to Now 
York, via Trieste, will be exceptionally 
cheap. The Southern Pacific R. R. Co. 
are alno taking atepa for a direct line of 
steamers from Trieste to Now Orleans, 
via Havana, and propose making prepara- 
tions for large imports of American cotton, 
owing to the unsettled stato of affairs in 

London, Jan. 16. — It has been decided 
to allow Gen. Gordon to retain his com- 
mission in tho English army, notwith- 
standing his engagement for service in tno 
Congo country. 

Roue, Jan. 16.— Brigand chief Siesser 
was shot dead in Sardinia by carbineers. 

London, Jan. 16. — While ten men and 
boys were in a cage in the Gainaut col- 
liery, Wales, the ropo broko aid they wero 
hurled to the bottom and killed. 

Pahis, Jan. 16.— The royalist Journal 
Clarion to day devotes to American hogs 
a spirited leader of two columns. It de- 
clares that at present the American hog 
ia of great importance to the great musses 
of the French people. Frenchmen every 
year eat 40,000,000 franca' worth of 
American pork and urgently urges tho 
French government to revoke tho pro- 
hibition beforo tho 20th of January when 
the Americans, who are furiom, prpp ise 
to retaliate by a terrible blow at French 
industries. 

Berlin, Jan. 16. — Prof. Virchow con- 
demns as utterly illogical, unnecessary and 
unjustifiable from sanitury reasons the 
present prohibition arjainst American 
pork in Germany and France. 

CHINA. 

HoNOKOMi, Jan. 16. — Tho Chinese ex- 
pect, if Bacniuh falls into the hands of 
the French, that tho latter will occupy 
Yuelin Kan or the island o c Huinoi, or 
bombard Canton. The French repudiato 
any such idea. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, Jan. 16. — Hewott, con- 
gressman for Now York, in conversation 
to-day concerning tho story that he called 
or British Minister West and apologized 
for introducing the resolution asking 
Prosident Arthur to obtain a stay of 
O'Donnell's execution, flatly denied hav- 
ing done so. He said: "Truth is I did 
not boliove O'Donnell had had a fair trial 
and no matter how much obloquy might 
be honped on mo I am always ready to aid 
in obtaining justice. Notwithstanding 
Hewett's denial that he did no' apologize 
tho people will not stop talking about the 
matter and the fact that Hewett called on 
West so soon after introducing the reso- 
lution is held to be against him. It ia 
anid that, Hewott called on West and Btat- 
ed that while his resolution was a strong 
ono it was liko many other resolutions, 
not fully considered by congress and was 
hastily passed and was not a true repre- 
sentation of tho views of all tho members 
of tho house. After Hewett left, West 
telegraphed to Philadelphia to the cor- 
respondent of the London Times in that 
city asking him to cable his paper that 
that the resolution was bun :r<mbe, and 
that no attention should be paid to it; but 
that the government ohould oxocuto 
O'Donnell according to the programme. 
West is said to have informed the Times 
correspondent that ho had reasons to be- 
lievo that from his conversation with 
Hewett several members from Now York 
have lately expreseod the opinion that 
rho affair will injure Hewett politically 
and may result in retiring him frurn con- 
gress. 

Boston, Jan. 16 — The" resolutions 
which passed the produce exchange de- 
clare that America pays millions to France 
snd Germany annually for adulterated 
wine* and othsr articjes which yiaid a 



great profit to them, and which aro injur- 
ious to the health and prosperity of the 
American people. Therefore, they request 
tho Massachusetts delegation to congress 
to urge the passage of a retaliatory bill 
restricting or prohibiting tho importation 
of such iuticlc3, particularly wines. 

London, Jan. l(i— Gladstone has issued 
circulars to tho liberal members of the 
house of commons requesting theirattend- 
ance at tho opening of 'parliament, Febru- 
ary 5th, and tays it ia the desiro of tho 
government to submit to commons at as 
early a dato possible after its opening; 
proposals of much public interest and im- 
portance. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Eukeka, Jan. 16 — A shooting scrape 
took place last night in which two Scan- 
dinavian sailors belonging to the schooner 
Serena Thayer were wounded. The shots 
were tired by two gamblers named Burns 
and Andrews. John Johnson, one; of the 
wounded men, will die. Burns and An- 
drews surrendered and will bo examined 
to-morro w. 

Bodiu, Cal., Jan. 16— Thero is consid- 
erable excitement hero over tho recent 
strikes in the Standard and Bodio mines. 
The Bodio strike is on tho 300 foot level, 
west of the old Piruce and Burgess Bon- 
anza. It has been assumed that the For- 
tuna vein crossed the Bruce ledgo and 
disappeared in tho Burgess. Recently the 
mine has been short of oro,and in scratch- 
ing about to get enough to supply tho 
mill, an underlying vein was found which 
proves to bo very rich, both in silver and 
gold. Tho standard strike is on the 700 
foot level, which has horotofore been bar- 
ren.

London-, Jan. 16—7 a. m.— The fire at 
Silver oi Co.'s has boon subdued at 7 this 
morning, but 17 engines are still playing 
on the building. The tire broke out short- 
ly after 5 a. in. and the roof fell in half 
an hour later. Despite the oarly hour of 
the fire it was viewed by thousands. Ve- 
hicle traffic was diverted from the neigh- 
borhood. It is impossible to estimate the 
loss, which is necessarily heavy. 

EASTERN' STATES. 

New York, Jan. 16. — A private lettor 
from a gentleman residing in Oanton 
dated Dec. 5th says: China is deter- 
mined to fight and that war can only ba 
avoided by France backing clear down to 
the ground. Franco has made an awful 
muddloof the whole affair. 

New York, Jan. 16. — Sheridan, 
the Irish revolutionist, who begins iu 
Chicago on Monday ni^ht a aeries of lec- 
tures in the west, was entertained at a 
banquet to-night and presented with an 
address and a watch and chain.
